My  friends. 

They  told  me  that  an  issue  of  Contact  is  featuring  the  record  of  my  presidency.  I  was  asked  to  write  a  re¬ 
flection  on  these  years.  A  scholarly  historian  could  probably  make  sense  of  28  years  of  my  administration  of 
Saint  Joseph's  College.  At  best  I  could  add  certain  dimensions  not  noted  by  the  historian,  because  what  went  on 
inside  of  me  is  not  written  down.  Others  have  the  responsibility  of  putting  some  order  into  the  things  that  were 
accomplished  during  my  watch. 

During  the  last  few  years  I  visited  with  thousands  of  alumni/ae  and  spoke  about  the  college  and  its  100 
years  of  existence.  One  of  the  facts  that  impressed  me  more  than  anything  else  was  that  I  really  do  know  thou¬ 
sands  of  you.  Let  me  start  at  the  beginning  of  my  acquaintance  with  SJC. 

In  1966,  my  first  full  year  in  office,  I  was  asked  to  talk  to  the  graduates  of  1941.  That  was  the  year  the  col¬ 
lege  celebrated  its  Golden  Jubilee.  (I,  a  first  year  seminarian,  even  served  as  Master  of  Ceremonies  at  the  50th 
Jubilee  Mass.)  My  claim  before  you  on  my  visitations  was  that  I  have  served  Saint  Joseph's  College  for  over  half 
its  life.  This  is  an  honest  statement.  And  I  was  president  for  a  quarter  of  the  college's  life. 

When  I  was  talking  to  the  25th  Jubilarians  in  1966  most  of  them  had  no  memory  of  me,  except  for  a  couple 
that  had  worked  with  me  in  the  library.  In  those  days  the  seminarians  lived  isolated  from  the  regular  student 
body  in  a  new  hall,  Xavier  Hall,  known  to  many  "secular"  students  as  "mongie"  hall.  In  those  days  (1941)  there 
were  only  four  laypersons  on  the  faculty:  Paul  Tonner,  Dick  Scharf,  Joe  Dienhart  and  Ed  Fisher,  all  the  rest 
were  priests  and  one  brother. 

What  else  I  could  recall  about  those  days  25  years  before  were  rather  hazy,  except  that  we  liked  to  play 
football  and  basketball  (intramural)  and  whip  the  socks  off  most  of  the  other  halls,  that  is,  Xavier  Hall  vs.  the 
campus.  Our  course  work  was  hard  and  demanding  and  rewarding.  We  realized  it  was  rewarding  only  long 
after  the  fact. 

I  can't  personally  remember  whether  we  had  a  deep  interest  in  national  and  international  affairs  or  even  in 
social  justice.  All  of  us  were  registering  for  the  draft  and  most  of  us  were  taken  away  to  serve  our  country  in 
one  branch  of  the  service  or  another.  My  studies  warranted  a  4D  rating  and  like  most  of  the  other  seminarians  I 
was  not  called. 

But  by  1966  other  militaristic  and  racial  issues  had  become  popular.  There  were  marches,  demonstrations, 
and  sit-ins,  which  provided  a  more  readily  accessible  avenue  for  expressing  such  concerns.  I  don't  know  what 
would  have  happened  in  1941,  but  I  do  know  that  our  World  War  II  did  not  produce  the  Vietnam  imbroglios 
that  we  were  experiencing  in  1966.  President  Clinton  was  called  on  this  issue  many  times  during  the  recent 
campaign. 

So  there  were  some  very  noticeable  differences  between  our  experiences  in  1941  and  1966.  The  student 
body  had  certainly  changed  during  those  intervening  25  years — longer  hair  and  more  casual  dress.  The  stu¬ 
dents  were  less  conformist  and  more  likely  to  express  open  if  somewhat  restrained  rebellion  against  campus 
patterns.  The  faculty  had  reached  50/50%  cleric/layperson,  and  the  student  body  was  growing  rapidly.  The 
marches  were  more  frequent.  Stuff  took  off  on  the  administration  regularly. 

We  held  our  first  "Shareholders"  meeting  in  March  of  1967  and  I  announced  my  views  of  what  we  meant 
by  "community  of  scholars"  found  in  the  first  pages  of  the  College  Catalog.  We  invited  students  to  share  with 
us  in  the  operation  of  the  college  at  all  levels  from  the  President's  Administrative  Council  down  through  all  the 
committees.  Today  (1993)  this  even  extends  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

This  participation  of  students  anticipated  many  of  the  demands  of  the  marches  and  was  in  advance  of  other 
colleges'  responses.  Obviously,  not  all  of  the  demands  were  answered.  In  retrospect,  as  would  be  the  case  in 
every  critical  juncture  of  the  college,  we,  with  good  advice,  did  the  right  things  at  the  right  time. 

All  in  all  there  had  been  a  lot  of  changes.  But  for  all  the  change  and  progress,  one  thing  about  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  College  that  has  not  changed  even  to  this  date  is  its  strong  sense  of  community  and  the  strong  identifica¬ 
tion  as  a  Saint  Joe  person.  I  don't  think  any  changes  or  progress  are  going  to  stifle  that.  So  I  think  that  after 
many  years,  with  all  the  differences  in  old  landmarks,  all  the  changes  of  rules  and  faces,  you'd  find  it  easy  to 
identify  with  our  present  students. 

Some  women  were  enrolled  before  1965,  but  they  had  to  live  with  bona  fide  relatives  in  Rensselaer.  In 
1965-66  and  in  1966-67  we  permitted  women  to  reside  in  approved  housing  in  town.  The  next  year  the  new 
Justin  Hall  was  occupied  by  our  first  residential  female  students.  They  participated  in  the  marches  too,  and 
sometimes  male  and  female  students  were  indistinguishable.  Looking  back,  both  the  decision  and  its  timing 
were  in  the  best  interests  of  the  college.  It  was  a  wonderful  educational  experience  for  all  of  us,  particularly 
those  of  us  who  were  trained  as  chauvinists.  We  have  come  a  long  way,  baby. 

The  protests  continued.  We  suffered  the  shock  of  Kent  State.  All  of  us  were  deeply  concerned  about  that 
incident,  and  not  the  least,  the  president.  Saint  Joseph's  College  survived  all  of  this  and  was  better,  perhaps,  for 
it  all.  We  did  not  loose  any  school  time  and  the  occasion  was  an  educational  opportunity.  Our  faculty  deported 
themselves  well. 
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The  most  tragic  and  most  painful  event  in  all  my  28  years,  of  course,  has  to  be  the  Administration  Building 
fire.  What  very  few  knew  is  that  the  tragedy  was  coupled  with  severe  inflation  and  our  inability  to  keep  up 
with  the  economics  of  the  times.  Our  efforts  to  deal  with  both  the  fire  and  economics  were  vilified  and  de¬ 
nounced  in  caricatures.  Perseverance  and  dedication  of  many  people  prevailed,  however,  and  we  survived  the 
fire  and  the  nearly  disastrous  financial  problems. 

It  took  the  college  11  years  to  outlive  the  rolling  debt.  We  are  at  this  date,  1993,  fiscally  strong.  This  clearly 
demonstrates  that  our  Board  of  Trustees  had  a  vision  and  a  plan  and  we  stuck  to  it.  Whatever  the  cause  of  the 
recovery,  the  Board  seemed  to  think  I  had  something  to  do  with  it.  It  still  is  painful  to  recall  those  two  events. 
Obviously  Saint  Joseph  wanted  his  college  to  stay  in  operation. 

The  fire  started  a  series  of  fund-raising  campaigns.  As  a  student,  and  more  so  as  librarian  and  president 
I've  crossed  paths  with  several  thousands  who  have  passed  through  our  gates.  This  was  most  evident  when  I 
began  spending  the  majority  of  my  time  making  calls  for  each  of  our  campaigns.  Although  I  never  was  a  class¬ 
room  teacher,  I  lived  in  the  dorms  with  students  when  I  was  the  librarian,  and  the  first  few  years  as  president, 
and  I  rode  "shotgun"  with  Father  Schaefer  when  he  was  Dean  of  Students.  I  find  one  of  the  most  pleasurable 
parts  of  my  job  is  calling  on  alumni  all  over  the  country.  It  gave  us  all  a  chance  to  renew  old  acquaintances  and 
reminisce. 

As  we  noted  above,  from  1975  on  to  this  very  day,  we  have  been  increasingly  involved  in  fund  raising.  It  is 
hard  to  separate  the  times  without  some  chronological  guidelines.  The  gift  support  of  the  trustees  and  loyal 
and  committed  alumni/ae  and  friends  of  the  college  has  allowed  us  to  be  where  we  are  today.  The  only  serious 
and  hurtful  part  of  any  of  the  past  campaigns  was  the  inability  of  the  individual  who  pledged  the  money  for  the 
proposed  Core  Building  to  meet  his  pledge.  Our  present  expectation  is  that  the  Core  Building  will  come,  and  I 
hope,  soon. 

The  above  paragraph  provides  a  capsule  statement  of  my  life  since  the  fire.  We  met  a  lot  of  our  alumni/ae 
and  friends  over  these  last  several  years  as  we  prepared  to  celebrate  our  centennial.  Some  of  the  most  memo¬ 
rable  visitations  in  my  life  took  place  during  this  time.  We  had  little  premonition  of  the  delights  and  surprises 
in  store  for  the  college  resulting  from  these  visits. 

One  lasting  impression  that  I  take  into  retirement  is  the  knowledge  that  there  are  many  people  who  really 
love  the  college.  The  support  that  we  are  getting,  both  in  the  annual  funds  and  the  responses  to  our  present 
capital  campaign,  can  be  cited  as  the  proof.  On  my  part  I  love  everyone  and  pray  for  each  of  you  every  single 
day.  Those  who  find  little  cause  to  love  me  may  find  it  possible  to  support  the  college  when  I  am  gone.  Wher¬ 
ever  you  stand,  you  are  most  welcome  to  visit  me,  fish  with  me,  or  even  travel  with  me  in  my  final  years.  Saint 
Joseph's  College  loves  all  of  you,  and  expects  no  less  from  me. 

In  this  brief  reflection  I  have  tried  to  see  how  the  college  has  evolved  during  my  stay  here.  I  am  seventy 
years  old,  and  I  have  spent  more  than  50  of  those  years  working  for  Saint  Joseph's  College  in  one  form  or  an¬ 
other.  It  is  the  only  thing  in  the  world  that  I  know  how  to  do  at  this  moment.  All  my  friends  writing  tell  me  to 
begin  to  lighten  up  in  preparation  for  good  things  to  come.  Now  is  the  time  to  laugh  and  get  ready  to  enjoy. 
Laughter,  I  have  already  found,  freshens  our  exhausted  spirits  and  disposes  us  to  good  will.  I  thank  God  for 
the  opportunity  to  retire. 

A  final  note.  There  are  a  lot  of  priests  and  brothers,  all  members  of  the  Society  of  the  Precious  Blood,  and 
sons  of  Saint  Gaspar,  still  here  and  who  have  gone  on  before,  who  have  done  as  much  and  more  than  I.  This 
college  belongs  to  Saint  Gaspar  and  to  the  Society  that  he  founded,  and  it  belongs  to  the  Catholic  Church.  Some 
of  the  Society's  noblest  priests  and  brothers  have  merited  a  great  spiritual  reward,  because  they  looked  upon 
this  college  as  a  large  part  of  the  Society  of  the  Precious  Blood's  duty.  I  have  never  been  a  teacher,  because  that 
was  not  my  assignment.  But  I  sincerely  hope  that  I,  like  these  other  priests  and  brothers  who  did  teach  or 
worked  here,  have  been  a  representative  of  Christ  to  you.  Our  duty  as  priests  and  brothers  is  to  lead  people  to 
God  by  the  sanctity  of  our  lives — lives  informed  by  the  two-fold  love  of  God  and  neighbor.  Also,  let's  not  over¬ 
look  the  quiet  and  hidden  lives  of  those  hundreds  of  C.PP.S.  Sisters  who  served  us  from  the  beginning  until 
1959.  Their  prayers  and  work  had  a  tremendous  consequence  in  the  staying  power  of  this  college.  May  Saint 
Gaspar  and  Saint  Joseph  continue  to  bless  the  efforts  of  all  those  who  follow  us  here  today.  May  they  bless  all 
the  alumni/ae  and  friends  of  the  college.

Class  of  *67  Gift 

Not  until  a  few  years  ago  did  anniversary  class  giving 
become  an  integral,  formalized  part  of  SJC's  development 
effort  and  Homecoming  celebrations. 

Most  recently,  Tom  Dunham  '67,  of  Cincinnati  and  ex¬ 
ecutive  vice  president  of  Liebel-Flarsheim,  agreed  to  head 
the  organization  of  solicitation  efforts  of  the  Class  of  '67 
fund  raising  committee. 

It  was  a  collaborative  effort  so  well  executed  and  fine- 
tuned  by  Tom  and  his  committee  that  the  16  members 
were  able  to  reach  most  of  their  classmates  within  the  2- 
months  prior  to  Homecoming  to  raise  more  than  $110,000 
over  a  5-year  period. 

This  gift,  as  indeed  the  Class  of  66's  successful  drive 
in  1991,  headed  by  Larry  Lechner,  president  of  A.  W.

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Osterfeld’s  Book  Receives  Glowing  Review 

Dave  Osterfeld  '71,  professor  of  political  science,  likes  to  run  for  exercise,  but  lately  has  literally  been  "on  the  run."  In  addition  to 
his  regular  work  schedule,  Dave's  book  Prosperity  Versus  Planning  was  released  September  1, 1992,  by  Oxford  University  Press.  It  was 
published  in  both  hardback  and  paperback. 

In  early  November,  Dave  received  a  call  from  G.  Gordon  Liddy  who  said  he  had  read  the 
book,  liked  it  and  wanted  Dave  on  his  radio  program  the  following  week. 

Dave  agreed  and  was  on  Lady's  show  on  WJFK,  Washington  D.C.,  on  Tuesday,  November 
10,  for  about  an  hour.  Liddy  interviewed  Dave  for  the  first  half  hour  and  took  questions  for  the 
second  half  hour. 

On  November  12,  Dave  flew  to  Washington,  D.C.,  to  give  a  talk  at  the  Cato  Institute  entitled 
"Why  the  World  is  Becoming  Less  Populated."  The  next  day  he  spoke  at  a  luncheon  at  the  Insti¬ 
tute  for  Humane  Studies,  George  Mason  University  in  Fairfax,  VA. 

"Both  places  had  my  book  on  sale  and  after  each  of  my  talks  I  autographed  copies  of  my 
book."  relates  Dave.  "I  have  to  admit,  it's  an  interesting  feeling  having  people  come  up  and  ask 
if  I  would  sign  a  copy  of  the  book." 

On  Sunday  he  participated  in  a  panel  discussion  on  "How  to  Get  Published"  at  The  Airlie 
House  in  Warrenton,  VA.  The  Airlie  House  is  a  retreat  that  was  at  one  time  owned  by  the  CIA. 

"It  is  a  beautiful  place  with  spacious  grounds,  and  lots  of  trees,  shrubs,  lakes,  waterfalls,  swans, 
quaint  houses  and  good  food.  There  are  no  telephones  or  television  there."  he  comments.  "I  was 
there  two  days  and  since  I  like  to  watch  television,  this  was  a  great  hardship  for  me." 

While  Dave  was  in  Washington  he  got  word  that 
Oxford  had  decided  to  go  to  a  second  printing. 

Dave's  picture  appeared  on  the  cover  of  the  No¬ 
vember  issue  of  a  magazine  called  Laissez  Faire.  The  book  was  their  feature  selection  for  the 
month.  They  gave  the  book  a  glowing  review. 

"The  book  is  controversial  since  it  argues  that  traditional  development  literature  is  com¬ 
pletely  wrong.  So  far  the  reaction  has  been  positive,  but  I'm  sure  the  negative  reviews  will 
come."  states  Dave.  "In  fact,  during  the  question  and  answer  period  after  my  talk  at  Cato,  I  said 
that  foreign  aid  has  been  counterproductive  and  that  the  U.S.  Agency  for  International  Develop¬ 
ment  (AID)  should  be  abolished  (close  up  and  go  home)."  This  remark  got  Dave  into  a  debate 
with  an  AID  official  who  was  there.  "It  was  a  good  exchange."  said  Dave.  "I  also  argued  that 
far  from  running  out  of  resources  they  were  becoming  more  plentiful.  Several  people  disagreed 
with  that  and  the  result  was  a  rather  spirited  debate." 

"The  whole  thing  was  a  lot  of  fun."  declares  Dave. 

He  recently  received  a  letter  from  Julian  Simon,  professor  of  management  at  the  University 
of  Maryland,  (Simon  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  foremost  population  economists  in  the  coun¬ 
try)  saying  that  what  he  has  read  of  the  book  so  far  suggests  that  it  is  terrific. 

"You  get  all  the  issues  and  arguments  right,  so  far  as  I  can  see."  says  Simon.  "This  may  be 
as  good  a  place  for  a  person  to  start  into  this  body  of  literature  as  anything  yet  written." 


Consultant  on  Bill

On  the  8th  Simpson's  office  got 
in  touch  with  Dave.  "After  talking  for 
awhile  I  was  asked  if  I  would  write  a 
letter  providing  them  with  articles 
and  the  names  of  others  who  share 
my  views  on  population  growth." 
Dave  said.  "I  was  also  asked  if  I 
would  serve  as  a  consultant  on  the 
Bill." 


Peter  Shen  gives  Second  Largest  Individual  Outright  Gift  to  SJC 

Peter  Shen  '63,  recently  gave  $565,000  to  Saint  Joseph's  College. 

The  gift  was  part  of  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  his  company.  Electronic  Ballast  Technology,  to  Philips,  Inc.,  an  international  com¬ 
pany.  The  gift  was  the  second  largest  individual  outright  gift  to  the  college.  The  gift  was  announced  recently  by  Phil  Wilhelm,  Centen¬ 
nial  Campaign  Chairman. 

In  making  the  gift,  Peter  cited  Father  Charles  Robbins,  C.PP.S.  ’33,  for  the  important  role  he  played  in  his  attending  Saint  Joseph's. 
Also,  he  noted  his  deep  admiration  for  the  job  Father  Banet  ’50  has  done  in  his  tenure  as  president  of  the  college. 

"The  time  I  spent  at  Saint  Joseph's  was  among  the  most  memorable  and  valuable  experiences  in  my  life."  Peter  says.  "This  gift 
only  begins  to  show  my  appreciation  for  Saint  Joseph's  College,  its  faculty  and  staff." 

Peter  acquired  EBT  in  1982  from  Beatrice  Foods,  where  he  had  been  employed  as  vice  president  of  operations.  It  manufactures 
electronic  ballasts,  which  are  used  to  light  flourescent  lamps  in  place  of  magnetic  ballasts. 

Peter  designated  $300,000  toward  construction  of  the  Core  Building,  $200,000  for  endowed  scholarships  and  $65,000  for  restricted 
funds. 

Jim  Valentine,  vice  president  for  development,  states,  "Peter's  gift  comes  at  a  critical  time  for  the  success  of  the  campaign.  We 
needed  a  gift  of  this  magnitude  at  this  juncture  in  the  campaign." 

Peter  and  his  wife  Dorothy  live  in  Los  Angeles.  They  have  two  sons;  Marcus,  23,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  California  Berkley, 
and  Alex,  20,  a  third-year  pre-med  student  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.

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Courtney  Visits  College  as  Executive  In  Residence  Lecturer 

William  Courtney,  president  of  Serex  Corporation,  Youngstown,  Ohio,  and  a  trustee 
of  the  college,  visited  Saint  Joseph's  December  10  &  11  as  a  lecturer  in  the  college's  ac¬ 
claimed  Executive  in  Residence  Program. 

The  program  was  established  to  give  Saint  Joseph's  students  an  insight  into  the  busi¬ 
ness  and  professional  world  through  the  eyes  of  outstanding  leaders  in  business,  industry, 
and  the  professions.  A  number  of  outstanding  leaders  have  participated  in  the  program. 

He  formed  Serex  Corporation  which  has  widespread  operations  in  Ohio,  Pennsylva¬ 
nia  and  North  Carolina. 

Speaking  to  various  business  and  management  classes  and  clubs  at  Saint  Joseph's, 

Courtney  preached  the  gospel  of  entrepreneurism...but  also  warned  of  its  pitfalls. 

"Many  entrepreneurs  fail  because  they  don't  look  at  what  they  should  before  getting 
into  their  new  business,"  he  said.  "Y ou  need  to  spend  a  lot  of  time  looking  at  other  people 
doing  what  you're  doing,  examine  how  they  do  it,  and  learn  from  that.  Don't  keep  your 
idea  a  secret,  because  there  are  no  secrets  in  business." 

A  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  Saint  Joseph's  since  1978,  Courtney  retired  from  Servomation  in  1971  only  to 
form  a  new  corporation,  Serex,  a  few  years  later. 

Says  Courtney,  "I'm  happy  to  be  an  entrepreneur.  Some  people  may  think  I'm  a  gambler  because  of  the  things  I've 
done  in  business  over  the  years,  but  that's  not  true.  I'm  a  calculated  risk  taker." 

Where  some  innovators  have  hidden  their  ideas  from  others,  Courtney  says  he's  always  followed  a  different  route 

to  success. 

Indiana  Commission  for  Higher 
Education  awards  SJC  Twin  Grants 

Saint  Joseph's  College  has  been  awarded  $98,422  in  federal  Eisenhower 
funds  by  the  Indiana  Commission  for  Higher  Education  for  twin  grants  that  will 
underwrite  elementary  school  science/math/computer  enrichment  through 
teacher  inservice  training  with  classroom  follow-up  assessment.  Thirty-two 
schools  in  four  corporations  will  be  served.  The  grants  will  be  administered 
through  consortial  agreement  with  Calumet  College  of  Saint  Joseph,  the  Lafay¬ 
ette  Diocese,  the  School  City  of  East  Chicago,  the  Rensselaer  Central  School  Cor¬ 
poration,  and  the  Gary  Diocese. 

The  name  of  the  project  is  'Twin  Tandem  Science  Initiative:  A  Celebration 
of  Diversity."  Project  director  is  Dorothy  A.  Jones,  lecturer  in  biology.  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  College.  Project  coordinators  are  Edward  Habrowski,  chair.  Education 
Department,  Saint  Joseph's  College;  Maria  Dalhoumi,  science  supervisor.  School 
City  of  East  Chicago,  and  lecturer  in  education.  Calumet  College  of  Saint  Joseph, 
and  Dorothy  Jones.  Consultant  coordinator  is  Elaine  Kisisel,  chair.  Education 
Department,  Calumet  College  of  Saint  Joseph.  Total  value  of  the  project,  includ¬ 
ing  consortial  cost  sharing,  is  $156,539. 

Education  Department  Receives  Grant 
from  Frank  J.  Lewis  Foundation 

A  grant  in  the  amount  of  $10,000  has  been  made  to  SJC  by  the  Frank  J.  Le¬ 
wis  Foundation  to  be  used  by  the  Education  Department. 

This  grant  is  to  be  used  to  purchase  needed  hardware,  software  and  fur¬ 
nishings  for  six  computer  workstations. 

The  proposal  addressed  the  need  for  computing  hardware  and  software  to 
provide  the  education  faculty  and  students  concerned  access  to  enhance  pro¬ 
ductivity  in  their  fields.  The  faculty  and  students  can  be  more  effective  and  pro¬ 
ductive  in  their  work,  such  as  research,  student  advising,  class  records  and  ac¬ 
countability  and  in  the  teaching/learning  process. 

The  computer  workstations  will  not  only  significantly  enhance  the  opera¬ 
tions  of  our  Education  Department,  but  will  provide  a  contemporary  learning 
environment  for  our  education  students.
